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Dalmatian 

Fishermen 

As far back as two hundred years 
ago, seulers from ihe Dalmaiian 
coasl and islands of Croatia made 
their Imng as fishemien and 
o>'stermen in the bayous of 
Louisiana, at Biloxi, 

Mississippi; Mobile 
Bay, Alabama and 
on the Texas Gulf 
Coast. 

During the Gold 
Rush of 1848, a 
large number came 
to San Francisco, 
where many established quality 
seafood restaurants. Tadich Grill 
is the oldest restaurant and fish 
house in San Francisco ha\nng 
been established by Croaiians 
from Dalmatia in 1849. Other 
famous fish restaurants were 
Mayes Oyster House (1860), 
Sam’s (1880), Chris's, Harpoon 
Louie’s and many others, all 
ouTied by Dalmatian Croatians. 

By 1880, there were over 
200 Dalmatian fishermen in 
San Francisco. The Fishennen's 
Association had D.almauan- 
Croatians as presidents and 
officers in the 1860s and '705. 

Many of the Dalmatian fishennen 
went nonh to settle in the state 


of Washington and in Canada 
and Alaska; others went to Sai 
Pedro in Southern California. 
Today the largest concentratic 
of Croatian fishermen can be 
found in San Pedro, with app 
imately 10,000 in the San Pec 
Harbor area. 

In the 1830s, John Dominis- 
Gospodnetich, operating out 
Hawaii, barreled and shipped 
first salmon out of the state o 
Washington to the Eastern 
United States and established 
salmon trade. His son, alsojc 
married a Hawaiian princess 
became the las 
Queen of Haw 
Queen Liliouk 
and Dominis- 
Gospodnetich 
became the 
King-Conson. 

The first Euro] 
settler and fisherman on San 
Catalina Island w'as a Croatir 
named Maricich. Another 
Croatian fisherman settled o; 
island off the Canadian coasi 
manning an Indian woman, 
was later also obligated to m 
her two wndowed sisters. He 
a total of 28 children with h 
3 waves. When he became 
w'ealthy, he and one of his w 
were pictured on a canned 
salmon label. 

Indeed, Dalmatian Croatian 
have rna^.a;fx)nsiderable o 
biltfon to the fishing indusf 
w'ell as to the style of fish pi 
ration in the West.
